Farms of the United States lost 18 2,000 people in 1024. 
The figure is based upon compilations of the department of 
agriculture based on a surv ey ot 25,000 représentativ e farms. 
Although the mov ement still registers loss on the part of tin* 
farms, the trend cityward that, reached a high point in 19 22 
Apparently has been checked. 
Estimates on figures compiled in 1022 showed a loss ot 
460,000 in farm population, compared with 18 2,000 last year, 
Deflation broke many farmers in 19 21, and rendered farm 
operation profitless. That accounts for the trend in 1022. 
The av erage cityward mov ement, shown by figures not in­ 
cluding births and deaths, was 2.2 percent. 
Decrease was 
greatest i nthe mountain states, 4.2 percent. 
Pacific and 
southwest states were next. 
New England Alone sent more 
people back to the farms than left them. 
The gain was .2 
percent.

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PHYSICIANS BEGIN ADVERTISING. 
Medical ethics of the a^es are to be strained by the Pexas 
State Medical association, which has decided that 
it will ad- 
¡v ertise. 
Indiv idual adv ertising will not be approv ed, hut 
groups will be permitted 
to set forth educational matter, 
and 
names of members of the county associations responsible for 
it may be attached. 
The plan affords an opportunity to help the profession and 
to help the people. 
Efforts of the medical associations here-, 
tofore hav e been directed to law and force rather than to ed- 
n o m f u i i m , i v i a m \v s 
ucation of the masses. 
They go to the state capital rut her 
than to the people. The result has been a set of rigid health 
laws, quarantine regulations, 
and restraints not at all pleas­ 
ant. 
The medical associations are entitled to what credit 
goes with such diligence, but they get blame from those who 
wish to blame someone. 
There is enough difference of opin­ 
ion about v accination and treatments to permit of circulation 
of much propaganda against 
the profession of the regular 
practitioners. 
There is no answer, except as the physician 
goes from place to place making his own defense. 
Of course 
the health departments of the states send out bulletins, but 
quickly they find their 
way to the waste baskets. 
Physicians established themselv es on the high plane of re­ 
fusing to adv ertise high ideals, honesty, sincerity, skill and 
knowledge. Vet, they hav e been compelled to report to num­ 
erous and various means to accompl is h the end that adv ertis­ 
ing does simply and directly. 
How adv ertising m atter should be prepared for 
physicians, 
what it should contain, what its limitations should be. would’ 
be a matter more for the physician than 
for the man who 
specializes in adv ertising, but it would seem that there should 
be some way, effectiv e and dignified, for a young physician 
to introduce himself to his adopted community without join­ 
ing all of the lodges in town and using 
similar means tor 
apreading the,news of his arriv al and desire for patronage. 
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That was the wise judgment of Dr. Oliv er Goldsmith. And

DON’T JIGGLE PHONE HOOK 


“Haste makes waste,” says the old proverb 
an d the same is true in mod ern telephon e par­ 
lan ce. In sign alin g the telephon e operator d on ’t 
jiggle the hook up an d d own rapid ly. 


The operator should be sign aled by movin g 
the receiver hook — SLOWLY — the en tire 
len gth of the slot. 


When the hook i»s fran tically moved the sig­ 
n al on the switchboard barely flickers or d oes 
n ot show at all. 
But when moved slowly the 
sign al lamp will glow an d go out at regular in ­ 
tervals thus immed iately attractin g the opera­ 
tor's atten tion .
